First Thought for Children.

She 
Was assured. that they had been found 
ahd were unhurt... And when she died 
it was still in the belief that the chil- 
dren were alive and well. 

Harold L. Fish of the brokerage firm 
of Reynolds & Fish of 120 Broadway 
was buried in-salt,and smothered to 
death. Tons of sajt used for making 
pickle brine. were stored on the second 
floor of the factory; and when‘ the 
heavy. steel parlor car cut peahagy the 
building. this salt poured down in vol- 
umes, burying part of the car. Mr. 
Fish, caught in the wreckage, was 
goon covered. 

Late last night it. was erroneously 


reported that a J. E. Waye had been

Way of 166 >Highty-third 
Street, Brooklyn, who had a Summer 
home hear Mr. Fish at East Marion, 
L. I., was standing: on the platform of 
the parlor car talking with Mr. Fish; 

As the deluge of salt broke loose Mr.

buried alive. But Dennis G. Homan 
and George Gossert of Riverhead, 
who. were among the first to arrive

He, bewailed the 
lot of the expatriated Bulgarians in 
Macedonia. Dr.:Pavichich interrupted 
to deny the assertion of Dr. Panaretoff 
that there were a million expatriated 
Bulgarians in Macedonia. 


Professor Reeves intervenes. 


« Professor Reeves intervened and Dr. 
Panaretoff continued the presentation 
of his case, concluding with the decla- 
ration that if good-will were shown by 
the nations’ concerned, a Balkan fed- 
eration might be possible.: 


Dr. Pavichich disputed the Bulga- 
ran speakér’s axysertion “that the al- 


slovakia had been made for any other 
than defensive purposes. He intimated 
that secret treaties existed between 
Turkey and Bulgaria, but insisted‘ that 
his nation had:played an open hand. 

As long as Bulgaria and Yugoslavia 
were. not united, said the Yugoslav 
Minister, there would be no security in 
the Balkans. Replying to Dr. Pana- 
retoff’s argument that the Balkan fed- 
eration would be ‘a counterbalance to 
Italy, France and England, the Yugo- 
slav Minister said that this was the 
best. reason for the formation of a 
federation. 

Discussing the Bulgarian diplomat’s 
allegation that Yugoslavia had sup- 
pressed the Bulgarian language in 
Macedonia, Dr. Pavichich asserted that 
while there were sevéral dialects in 


language. The disputants interrupted 
each other frequently until Dr, Reeves 
‘stopped the exchange of arguments, 
saying it was apparent cae there was 
“too much heat/and no light.” 

Professor Reeves said,that one rea- 
son ‘for the setting up of the League 
of Nations was to have an instrument 
to protect racial and cultural’ minori- 
ties. However the ‘League might be 
applauded, he held that proper interna- 
tional supervision of various racial 
minorities had not yet been affected. 
Though the peace treaties have been in 
effect six years, he felt that friction 
among minorities had not been elimi- 
nated, ‘‘as we can see from what hag 
happened here.” 

‘Dr, Pavichich interrupted to protest 
that he was. being ‘‘suppressed.”’ Dr: 
Réeves continued, and when he felt 
that the disputants were sufficiently 
calmed he permitted Dr. Pavichich’ to 
continue his argument. . 

The Yugoslav Minister asserted that 
Macedonia belonged 
to Yugoslavia and at this the dispute 
with Dr. Pararetoff broke out afrésh 
until Professor Reeves threatened to 
end the discussion by terminating the 
meeting.

Banham Asks Inquiry of Failure to 
Reimburse Injured Woman. 


An investigation of the complaint of 
Laura W. Crosson of 366 .Mosholu 
' Parkway, the Bronx, that she had been 
injured while a passenger on a bus 
operated by the city and had found it 
impossible to obtain damages, was re-/| 
quested yesterday by W. J. L.,.

COURT HOLDS STATE 
“MUST HONOR DEBTS 


Rules Its Obligations Must Be 
Recognized Even if Claims” 
Are Not Purely Legal. 
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OPINION IN BANK SUIT 


Willlamsburgh Savings Bank Sued 
State for Payment of Bonds in 
» ‘Water Improvement Work. 


A decision by the Court of Appeals 
that the State of New York as well as 
an individual may voluntarily recog- 
nize obligations which it ought honest- 
ly and fairly to pay, although they 
may not constitute purely legal claims, 
was made known yesterday.in the rul- 
ing by the highest court in a suit by 
the Williamsburgh Savings Bank 
against the State of New York. The 
Court” of Appeals reversed the Appel- 
late Division of the ‘Third Department. 
-The details of the case set forth in 


ovo | the opinion of Chief Judge Hiscock, 


in which all the members of the court 
concurred, disclosed unusual facte. The 
State of New York .was considering 
the improvement of Canasenaga Creek, 
a tributary of the Genesee: River, in 


ooy | order that its waters might be caused 


to flow more freely and the adjoining 
lands protected from floods. The proj- 
ect was referred first to the : State 
Water Supply Commission and then to 
the River Improvement Commission 
and finally to the Conservation Com- 
mission, which approved the under- 
taking. Legislation was then passed 


‘authorizing the work and the levying 
of assessment upon the lands to be 


benefited. ; ; 

For the expense of the work the com- 
thission issued bonds. and later certifi- 
cates. The bonds originally were avail- 
able for investment by savings banks 
when representatives of the State as- 
serted that the bonds were issued by 
authority of the State, and that there 
were included in the improvement area 
11,000 acres, having a value at that 
time of $448,375, which when improved 
were expected to be worth twice as 
much. An opinion by. the Attorney 
General was made to the effect that 
the certificates issued by the commis- 
sion constituted proper investments for 
a savings bank. pe 

The plaintiff then became the owner 
of $200,000 in bonds, of which $30,000 
were paid subsequently, and $72,750 of 
certificates, which were reduced by 
payments to $31,750. Commenting on 
the project the opinion says: 


Project Proved a Failure. 


“The improvement project as an en- 
tirety proved a failure, and with 
the exception of a comparatively small 
number of acres in the improvement 
district as originally mapped out the 
lands were not.at all benefited, even 
if they were not actually injured.” 

Judge Hiscock said that the result 
has been that it is impossible to -col- 
lect any assessment against any prop- 
erty alleged to Lave been improyed by 
‘the work. The commission levied as- 
sessments of $27,039 in 1918, $27,846 in 
1919 and $47,092 in 1920 to pay principal 
and interest on bonds issued, 

. Judge Hiscock said: 

“The utter collapse of the plan to 
raise money to pay claimants’ bonds 
and certificates is sufficiently indi- 
cated by the fact that less than $100 
has ever been collected by assess- 
ment.” 

The opinion finds that the. Williams- 
burgh Savings Bank .in purchasing 
the bonds and certificates relied upon 
official statements that the improve- 
ment project had been initiated by 
the State of New York and that lands 
worth nearly a. half million dollars 
would be: benefited by the project and 
would stand as security for the pay- 
ment of the obligation. j 

Judge Hiscock said that upon. the 
facts the State Legislature in 1923 
passed a law under which the pres- 
ent action was brought, which permits 
the plaintiff to prosecute its action for

“claims founded in right and justice 
or in law and equity against the State 
of New York and in right and justice 
presently. payable thereby.” 


Claims Need Not Be Legal. 


The opinion of Judge Hiscock: said: 

“Fortunately and creditably to them, 
our courts have firmly established the 
proposition that the State as well as 
an individual may be honorable, and 
may ‘voluntarily recognize just obliga- 
tions. which it fairly and honestly 
‘ought to pay, even though they do not 
constitute purely legal claims such as 
in the case of an individual could be 
enforced under the compulsion of judg- 
ment‘and execution.

Exchange Floating Debt Bonds. 


The internal floating debt of Belgium 
amounts to 4¢,000,000,000 francs, of 
which more than three billions rep- 
resent smell notes in circulation. 
Throughout the country there has been 
Bemeral acquiescence in the Govern- 
ment decision that these Treasury 
bonds will not be repaid, and that the 
holders will have the option of either 
exchanging their bonds for shares in 
the New National Railway 
or taking up new bonds. 

Bankers, financial agents and Gov-

The Socialists, who voted for the 
‘“denationalizeation” of the railways, 
raaintain that the State will retain suf- 
ficient control under the new scheme 
to safeguard both the interests of the 
traveling public and of the ‘railroad. 
employes. In any case, a Socialist 
member of the Government pointed 
out, Belgian Socialism was bound to 
contribute its share toward the general 
rehabilitation of the country. 

With such a spirit prevalent in all 
sections of the population, Belgium is 
setting an example of enlightened pa- 
triotism which does honor and credit 
to its people, and which fully deserves 
the promises of financial assistance 
which have reached it from the United 
States, Great Britain, Switzerland and 
elsewhere. 

One further remark may be made: it 
ig, that, as far as can be judged from 
evidence acquired during a brief period 
of rapid and necessarily somewhat su- 
perficial inquiry, Belgium is so much 
interested and engrossed in its own 
effort to reorganize its finances and

The German Colonial Congress, held 
at Hamburg from July 31 to Aug. 4, 
adopted a resolution which declared 


League of Nations would be inter- 
preted by the German péople as a rec- 
ognition that Germany’s position in 
‘the family of nations is inferior to 
none, and hence would be viewed as 
an endorsement of her right to acquire 
|colonies. It was also voted that Ger- 
tmany’s future status would allow her 
to claim her former colonies with both 
legal and moral assurance that they 
would be restored to her. 

The Colonial Congress is held an- 
nually under the auspices of the Kolo- 
nial Reichsarbeitegémeinschaft, com- 
monly known as the “Korag.” It is 
a highly organized body controlling 
nearly fifty societies which are con- 
stantly agitating Germany’s colonial 
claims. \ 


In the Reichstag is another highly 
organized body known as the Intéer- 
Party Colonial Association, 
neither official nor political in 


The leaders of these two organiza- 
tions, which are expected to collabo- 
rate when the time comes, are Dr, 
Seitz, former Governor of German 
Southwest Africa, President of the 
**Korag,’’ and Dr. Schnee, former Gov- 
ernor of German Hast Africa, Presi- 
dent of the Reichstag association. 

The Reichstag association confines 


German colonial renaissance, when the 
Government of the Reich can no longer 
refrain from making the subject a 
national issue.

“Korag" Policy Summarized. 


The proclaimed policy of the 
“Korag’’ may be outlined briefly as 
follows: 

1. So long as Germany’s colonies are 
not returned to her the mandate sys- 
tem must be maintained. The first 
object of Germany on acquiring a per- 


manent seat ib the Council of the 
Li e shall be to oppose the annexa- 
tion. policy obviously advocated by 
England and France. 

2, The recognition of all B mandates, 
that is to say, all ectorates, with 
the exception .of uthwest Africa, 
New Guinea.and Samoa, form a com- 
plete administrative area and are not 
part of the territory of another State. 

3. These protectorates must not be 
united to foreign colonies for adminis- 
trative purposes. : 

4. The same applies to finance and 
customs. 

5. Crown lands, railways, harbors 
and public works are the property of 
the protectorate and not of 
datory. The League must re 
conditions with oy to works 
with loans from third parties. 

6, The treatment of natives must be 
in .accordance with Article 22 of the 
League enant. Recruiting in the 
protectorates for foreign colonies must 
cease, and recruits from the Came- 
roons and Togo must be repatriated. 
An international commission should be 
oa, by the League to watch over

7. The natives must have the right to 
petition the League directly, and the

ed precautions.

A PORTRAIT OF LINCOLN. 


In FRaNcis TREVELYAN MiLiEr’s “ Por- 
trait. Life of Lincoln” more than’ sixty 
photegraphs and ambrotypes are listed. 
Many of the photographs were taken by 
MaTHEw Brady of Washington, famous 
for his*war pictures. When LINCOLN en- 
tered Rational politics at the age of 37 
he sat for a daguerreotype. In 1854, 








promise, LINCOLN was taken to an “ 
erant gallery” in’ Chicago to supply 
George SCHNEIER of the Staats- -Zeitung |. 
with a “cut” for his paper. A photo- 
graph whick Mrs. LINCOLN set.great store 
by was made at about the time of JoHn | 
Brown’s raid ‘at Harper’s Ferry. “ It 


“he appeared just before his nomination 
“for the Presidency.” The negative was 
destroyed in the Chicago fire. WiuAm 
LLoyD GARRISON’ possessed a scopy. It 
showed “LINCOLN with hair well brushed 
back and tidy, and ‘with no lines in his 
face. ' The ‘lower lip, ‘that- was so loose 
and prominent ‘in later pictures, 1s set 
evenly. It is certainly not the likeness 
of a “homely” man: 

>Once in politics, LIycoLn othin had 
pictures ‘taken,’ In’a-few of those in the 
portrait life he is one of a group. After 
his election to the Presidency he faced 
the. camera ‘again, and the result was 
“believed to be his first portrait with 
beard.” He was then 52 years of age. 
Subsequently there was a léng series of 
such photographs. The face was always 
rugged, seamed, sober, sometimes with a 
melancholy cast. Perhaps the most nat- 
ural of them was that in which he is 
seen turning over a book on his knee, 
with “Tap” at his side looking at the 
pictures.‘ BraDy was the photographer. 
The last portrait: was taken when the 
war President’s life had only a few days 
to ‘run, in April, 1865; The original neg- 
‘ative. was by ALEXANDER GARDNER -of 
Washington, . The,eyes are deep ‘set, the 
cheekbones stand out, and the expres- 
sion is sad, with just a touch of the 
whimsical. 

In inspecting these attempts to present 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN tothe life one can 
(understand why ‘so many of LINCOLN’s 
pictures were unégatisfactory to his 
family and his friends. The foremost 
authority oh them was the Emancipator’s 
son, Rosert’Topp Lincotn, who died in 
Manchester, Vt.; on July 25. A letter. to 
The Baltimore Sun of Aug. 11 from J. 
A. TRUESDELL, now living: in Bluemont, 
Va., but formerly a resident of Tllinois, 
throws light on the controversy.

In many 
cases they found that no care whatever 
“had been taken of. the rolling stock and 
that "the ‘damage done by neglegt and 
misuse cost much to repair.” 

Although the total mileage of. rail-. 
roads in China is small,.and much 
transportation is still done by boat on 
the canals and rivers, the Chinese people 
are coming to rely more on the railroads. 
‘They cannot fail fo note’ the contrast. 
between, conditions in Manchuria, where 
the Japanese-operated South Manchurian 
Railroad bas continued uninterrupted, 
and in the rest.of China, where the rail- 
roads have been at the mercy of the 
militarists. In Manchuria- there . is 
“peace, prosperity and plenty.”« In the 
rest of China there is chaos, suffering 
and want, Mr. JoHN EARLE BAKER, for 
years adviser’ to.the Ministry of Com- 
munications in Peking, pointed ‘out last 
Spring that the earnings on the South 
Manchurian Railway alone were more 
‘than those on all the Chinese’ Govern- 
ment railways, about six times as. long, 
This :is not pleasant for the Chinese 
people. It cannot even bé. understood, 
however, by Americans until they tease:

What 
the precise nature of their quarrels may 
‘pe he did not relate. The gardener con- 
tented himself with saying that the ex- 
Premier’s “ideas are too. personal.” The 
presumptiom is that ‘the Tiger. wants to 
have his garden as ‘he likes it, and. that 
the gardener clings to old traditions. 

This is-a way they have in France. 
They like their gardens formal,: and be- 
‘lieve in following ‘a. plan rigidly. In 

England there is more pliability, despite 

the famous pronouncement of Bacon 
that a garden should have at least thirty 
acres and should be divided into’ three 

parts: “A Greene in the Entrance; A 
“Heath or Desart in the going forth; and | 
“the Maine Garden in the midst.” The | 
philosopher had very decided views about 
gardens, and in particular about certain 
Mesigns and accessories which evidently 
were fashionable in his days. He.disap- 
‘proved of the use ‘of colored earth, for, 
example. Of images cut in juniper’ and 
other hedge-like plants he remarked that. 
“ they -beifor Children.” For little low 








hedges’ hé “was indulgent enough. In the 


main, however, he advocated formality 
and regularity. 

In this the Japanese and Chinese have 
always differed from the Europeans. 
They believe in conventionalism in gar- 
dens, but rarely do they .create the 
mathematically ordered designs of Eu- 
rope. If there watks or paths, they: 
are irregular. The whole is subordinated ° 
to.a general design conforming to the 
particular beauties of the locality. In 
fact, the Japanese and Chinese posscss 
to a superlative degree the art of blend- 
ing nature and architecture. Theirs. is 
no formal “ foundation planting” such 
as we delight in. Nor will they plant on 
the theory that a house or temple should 
have a stereotyped setting af trees. 
Rather will they choése a tree that in 
shape fits into the composition of: the 
building.

BUYS MORE: LIBERTY BONDS. 


Government Acquires -$12,500,000 
to Add to Sinking Fufrid. 

The United States Treasury in the 
tipst eleven days of August has pur-’ 
chased $12,500,000 . of ‘Third Liberty 
Loan ‘bonds for the account .of the 
sinking fund, it: was ‘announced yes- 
terday. This brings the total pur- 
chases for sinking fund purposes up 
to .$37,500,000:in the present fiscal year, 
compared with $16,000,000 in. the corre- 
sponding period of the last fiscal year. 
.The purchases so far this month com- 
pare’ with $6,000,000 in the first eleven 
days .of Atigust, 1925. All purchases 
for the sinking fund- have been: in 
Third: Liberty Loan. bonds. ‘The Gov- 
ernment-is concentrating its purchases 
in this issue because it is the next 
large war loan of this country to ma- 
ture.. The Third Liberty. Loan bonds 
will come due in 1928, and the Treas- 
ury desires to have as small an amount 
outstanding as possible when the time 
comes te pay them off or retire them. 

For several years the amount of Gov- 
ernment bonds. outstanding in the 
hands. of the public has been: steadily 
diminishing, due ‘both to the workings 
of the sinking fund and to retirements. 
Last June the Government retired sev- 
eral hundred million dollars ‘of ma- 
turing securities without the flotation 
of a new issue, the first time that re- 
funding had not been resorted to on 
a quarterly date. A new issue, how- 
ever, is expected Sept. 15, when ap- 
proximately -§400,000,000 of ‘obligations
